There is a Hiſtory maketh mention of one Lys, whom 
King Amaſi: commandedto go into the Market, and to

young Papirius requeſted that he might ſpeak, w - 
ſently reſeived them the cauſe of the womans coming;

Women to ſcorn.

But it in choiſc of thy wife thou be deceived, as many

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thy wiſe: thou muſt not truſt thine on eyes, for they will 
deceive thee, and be the cauſe of thy woe : For ſhe may 
ſeem good, whoſe waſt is hke à wand, orſhe'whicty 
bath a fpider- fingered hand, or ſhe which on her tip-tocs 
ſil] doth ſtand, and never reads, but ina golden book, 
nor will not be caught, but with à golden book; or ſuch 
a one that can Rroke à Beard, or look a head, and olf 
every Flea make her ſelf affraid ; if one had a ſpring, 
ſuch a wench would make him a begger, if he were halle 
King; then this is no bargain for thee, But hark alittle 
further, the beſt time for a young man to marry, is, at the 
age of twenty and five; and then to take a wife of the age 
of ſeventeen years, or thereabout, rather a Maid than 
a Widow; for the Widow is framed to the conditions of 
another man, and can hitdly be altered, ſo that thy pains 
wil! be doub e: For thou muſt unleara a Widow, and

But becauſe of all things there is a contrary, which ſhew- 

eth the difference betwixt the good and the bad, even ſo, 
both of men and women, there are contrary forts of beha- 
viour; if in thy choyſe thou happen on a good wife, deſite 
not to change, for there if a proverb ſaith, Seldom com- 
meth a better. And there is none poorer than thoſe that 
have had many wives. Thou mayſt bear a good affection 
towards thy wife, and yet not let her knom it: thou mayęſt 
love her well, and yet not carry her on thy balck: a man 
may love his houſe well, and yer not ride on the ridge, 
Love thy wife and ſpeak het fair, although thou do hut 
fatter her; for women love to be accounted brautiſul, 
and to be Miſtreſſe of many Mayds, and to live without 
controlment; and kind words as much pleaſeth a wo- 
men as any other thing whatſover: and a mans chief de- 
fire ſhould be, firſt, the grace of God, aquier life, and an 
honeſt wife, a good report, and a friend in ſtore , and then 
what need a man to aske any more:? 

Saint Paul ſaith, Thoſe that marry, do well; but he al- 
ſo ſaith, Thoſe which marry not, do better; but yet a'ſo 
he ſaith, That it is bettet to marry, than to burn in luſt. A 
merry companion es e by his friend, Why he did 
not marry ; he made this anſwer and ſayd, That he had 
been in Bedlam two or three times, and yet he was ne- 
ver ſo mad as to mar ry: and yet there is no joy nor pleaſure 
in the world which may be compated to marriage, fo 
the parties ate of ncer equall years, and of good qua- 
lities, then good fortuge and bad is welcome to them,

what will, all is wel- come, and all is common betwixt 

them; the husband doth honour and reverence her, and if

he findeth content, ſhe ſitting ſmilling in every co ner of 
his houſe, to give him a kind of à hearty welcome home, 
and ſhe receiverh him with the beſt and heartĩeſt joy that 
ſhe can. Many are the joyes and ſweat p'caſures in marri- 
age, as in our children being young, they play, prattle, 
laugh, and ſhew us many pretty toyes to move us ty 
mirth and laughter, and when they are bigger grown, 
and that age and poverty hath afflicted the Parents; then 
they ſhew the duty of children in reliev irg their old Pa- 
rents wirh what they can ſhift for, and when their Pa- 
rents arc dead, they bring them to- the Earth, from 
whence they came, 

Yet now conſider on the other fide, when a wrinkled 
and toothleſſe woman, ſhall take a beatleſſe boy (a ſhort 
tule to make of it) there can be no liking nor loving be- 
tween ſuch contraries, but continuall ſtrife and debate:

alwaycs ſomething to be in jove withall, Iris a common 
thing now adayes, that a fair woman without riches , 
findes more Lovers than hu: bands. 
Chuſe not a wife too fair, nor too foul, nor too rich; 
for if ſhe be fait, every one will be catching at her; and it 
ſhe be too foul, a man will have no mind to love her 
which no man likes; and if too rich, thou thinkeſt to mar- 
ry with one which thou meaneſt to make thy Compani- 
on, thou ſhalt find her a commanding miſtreſſe: ſo that 
riches cauſes a woman to be proud; beauty makes her to 
be ſuſpected ; and hard favour maketh her to be hated. 
Theiefore chuſe a wife young, well born, and well 
brought up, reaſonable rich, and indiffent beautifull, 
and of good wit and capꝛcity : Alſo in choyſe of à wife, 
a man ſhould, note the honeſty of the Parents, for it is 
a likelihood, that thoſe Children which are vertuoufly 
brought up, will follow the ſteps of their Parents, bur 
yet many a Tree is ſpoiled in the hewing. There are ſome 
which have but one only Caughter, and they are ſo blin- 
ded with the extteam love they bear her, that they will 
not have her hindered of her will, whatfoever the deſi- 
reth, but ſuffer her to live in all wanton pleaſure and de- 
licacy, which afterwards turneth commonly to be the 
cauſe of many inconveniences. 17% 
Now the ſat her be fore he marry his day is to fift 
throvghly the qualities, behaviour, and life of his Son- 
in-law, for he which meereth-with a civil] aud a hong 
Son-in-laws getteth a * he that tncetekh 
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with an ill one, caſteth away his daughter. 

The husband muſt provide to ſatis ſie the honeſt defires 
of his wife, ſo that neither neceſſity nor ſuperflaity be 
the occafion to work her diſhoncur . for both want and 
plenty, both eaſe and diſeaſe, makes ſome women often» 
ticzes unchaſt, And again, many times the wite ſecing 
the husband take no care for her, maketh (belike) this 
reckoning, that no body elſe will care for her, or deſire 
her: But ro conclude this ſame point, ſhe only is to be 
accounted honeſt, who having liberty to do amiſſe, yet 
doth it nor. 

Again, a man fhould thus account of his wife, as the 
only treaſure he enjoyeth upon earih, and he muſt alſo 

2count that there is nothing more due to the Wife, than 
the faithful hcneſt and loving company of her husband: 
He ovght alſo in fight of love, to impa t his ſecrets, and 
counſell unto his wife, for many have found much com- 
fort and profit by taking their wives counſell; and if thou 
impart any ill hap to thy wife, (he lightneth thy grief, 
cither by comforting thee lovingly, or elſe in bearing a 
part thereof patiently, Alſo if thou eſpie a fault in thy 
wife, thou muſt not rebuke her angerly or reproachfully, 
but only ſecretly betwixt you two, always remembring, 
that thou muſt neither chide nor play with thy Wife be- 
fore company; thoſe that play and dally with them be- 
fore company, they do thereby ſet ocher mens teeth on 
(doe. and make their wives the lefle hamefaſt.

W by ſome women love their Lovers better than their 
bus bands, the reafon is, the Lover, in the preſence of his 
Lady, is very curious of his behaviour, that he uſeth no 
unſecmly geſtures, whereby there may be no ſuſpition 
of jealouſie, or oy exception be taken by any thing he 
doth ; it be hooveth every woman to bave a great regard 
to her behaviour, and to kecp her felt out of the fire, 
knowing that a woman ob ſuſpeRed chaſtity, liveth but 
in a miſerable caſe, for there is but ſmall difference by 
being naught, and being thought naught z and when ſhe 
heareth another woman ſpoken ill of, let her think in her

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which knoweth when to ſpend and when to ſpare, and to 
keep the houſe in good order, then the husband will not 
deny ſuch a wife any neceſſary thing belonging to the 
Houſe : but if ſne be alight! Haſwife, wholiveth without 
doing any thing, withour caring for husband, children, or 
ſervants, or any other belonging io the houſe, thereby 
fhewing, although ber body be inthe Houſe, yet her 
mind is abroad, which redoundeth to her ſuame, and to 
her Husbinds great hinderance.
